All 
of the peoplo out that wa> arc considera- 
bly worked up over the case, none more 
so than Leo Ebcrt and Mr. Phstcr, who 
aio bncdsmcii in tho case. Doutisaway 
from the asylum without authority and 
somebody is responsible for the safety 
of people mid property. 
Sheriff Perl 


has knowledge of the presence of Dout 
at his home, and he feels that something 
ought to be done. Under the law of 
commitment Dout "must be returned to 
the asylum unless Mrs. Dout will in 
writing 
assume all responsibility in 


the caee. Yesterday the sheriff visited 
the Dout place and laid down the law 
to Mrs. Dout. She wants her husband 
to remain at home, and stated that she 
would write to Kankakee at once. If 
she does not the sheriff will take Dout 
back to the asylum. Dout was found 
working in the garden. He was glum 
and taciturn and hardly recognized the 
sheriff. Mr. Dout seems to be giving 
tho people and authorities a good deal 
of trouble.

THE Chicago Journal is authority for 


the following: '-The story goes that John 
R. Walsh, the owner of the Chicago 
Herald, accompanied the delegation 
that requested Mr. MacVeagh to join in 
a telegram approving President Cleve- 
land's course in calling out the regulars 
to protect federal interests in Chicago. 
Mr. Walsh is said to have been struck 
dumb for several minutes by Mac- 
Veagh'e refusal. But at last he recov- 
ered speech and blurted out: 'What the 
dickens are you afraid of? It can't hurt 
your chances. You have no more chance 
of being elected senator than I have. 
The Republicans will carry Illinois this 
year by 100,000.'" 


THE assassination of Engineer Byrnes 


at Danville and other acts of a similar 
character will end all sympathy with 
Debism on the part of everybody who 
loves fair play. Nothing could be more 
reprehensible and cowardly than to 
sneak up on a man and assassinate him. 
Cut to sneak up and kill a man because, 
being out of work, with a family to sup 
port, he has taken a job that another 
has voluntarily quit, cannot be excused 
on any line of reasoning. Debs has said 
over and over again that the roads that 
wei e^tied up by his order could not find 
men to run the trains, when he knew 
tie country was full of men who wanted 
w irk. Debs made his followers believe 
hsstorj. Now, if Debs deceived them, 
and it has transpired that there were 
engineers and firemen and brakemen 
who wanted work, and did apply for and 
get the jobs others had abandoned, it is 
not reasonable that such men, who real- 
ize the duty they owe to their wives and 
Helpless children, should be shot' down 
by assassins and the little ones made 
fatherless. If organized labor is in dan- 
ger of injury, it cannot be averted by 
the use of the assassin's pistol on Amer- 
ican citizens who want to work. It were 
a thousand times better for organized 
labor, if pistols and weapons must be 
used, that they were used on the Debses. 
who are responsible for all the troubles 
those who followed them have inherited, 
and not on the poor fellow who believes 
ho has a right under the American con- 
stitution to get work wherever he can. 


Banking on the Gerrymander. 
Since the Republican state convention 


refused by an almost unanimous vote to 
play the hypocrite, as -the Democratic 
state convention did, by naming a man 
for United States senator, the Demo- 
cratic press has assayed to be much as- 
tonished at what it denominates a disre- 
gard of the wishes of the people by the 
Republicans. 


Lot us see for a moment how sincere 


those papers are that profess such con- 
cern for the rights of the people. In 
1890 the Democratic state convention 
named John M. Palmer for United States 
senator. A majority of the voters of the 
state did not vote for the Democratic 
candidate for the legislature, and that 
party not only lacked a majority of the 
popular vote, but it lacked two votes in 
joint assembly. That party did;not follow 
the expressed will of the people but went 
diligently to work to secure legislative 


votes enough to elect enough John M- 
Palmer, and by questionable- means se- 
cured the votes of Moore and Oockrell 
and elected Palmer. Two years later 
the same party gerrymandered the state 
in such an unfair and disreputable man- 
ner that Republicans will have to carry 
the state by at least 40,000 to have a 
majority on joint ballot in the General 
Assembly. 
When this gerrymander 


was made the Democrats did not con- 
sider the rights of the majority of the 
voters. What they aimed to accomplish 
was to make the legislature Democratic 
in spite of the popular majority, in order 
to elect a successor to Cullom and also 
to Palmer. 


This shows that the claim of the Dem- 


ocratic papers that the Republicans 
ignored the people by not naming a can- 
didate for United States senator at their 
convention is a mere sham. They care 
nothing about the popular vote, and if 
the Republicans should carry this state 
by 40,000 at the coming election and 
should fail to have a majority on joint 
ballot in the assembly, they will ignore 
the popular vote by electing a Democrat 
to succeed Cullom. The Republicans, 
knowing this, did not name a senator. 
They did not see fit to follow the Demo 
cratic attempt to deceive the people. 
The Republicans propose to cL> all in 
their power to elect a majority of the 
legislature, in spite pf the infamous ger- 
rymander which was intended to dis- 
franchise a large number of our voters. 


When Mr. MacVeagh accepted the 


Democratic nomination it was not with 
the view of getting a majority of the 
votes of the people, but to accept the 
office in spite of that majority, depend 
ing for his election upon the fruits ol 
the gerrymander. 


Springer's Income Tax. 


William M Springer is Atypical Dem 


ocratic statesman. Ho may be everything 
else but ho is not always consistent 
The REPUBLICS has repeatedly pointed 
out his inconsistency on wool as a factor 
in tariff legislation, but there is another 
matter in which he has been still moi e 
inconsistent. 


Springer has, in the present congress, 


faithfully supported an income tax and 
defended the justice and constitutionality 
of the same. 
But Springer has not 


always felt that way about an income 
tax. 
Way back m the days when an in- 


come tax was resorted to, to secure 
money to defray the expenses of keeping 
armies m the field to subdue the rebel- 
lion, William M. Springer inadvertently 
boasted of an income during a certain 
year, of some $50$00. The government 
agents hearing of this, assessed an in- 
come tax against Mr. Springer of $5,000. 
He refused to pay it on the ground of its 
unconstitutionally, and the matter 
came into the federal courts and finally 
the government levied on his homestead 
and ultimately dispossed him. Springer 
brought action to recover the property, 
and the matter was still in the Federal

in 1885, and while Daniel Manning was 
secretary of the treasury, the property 
was returned to Springer, or his wife, on 
the payment of a nominal sum.

SILVER SUNK IN THE SEA. 


AE Olu-Tlme Search for a Spanish Galleon'* 
Precious Freight. 


About the year 168S Sir William 


Phips, afterward celebrated for his at- 
empt to take Quebec in 1CBO, applied 
uo the English government for aid and 
•ennission to fit out a suitable vessel 
or the purposa of searching for the 
vreck of a Spanish ship which has 
>ecn lost near one of the West India 
slands (Bahamas) richly laden with 
ilver. IIis request, after some delay, 
was granted, and a frigate called 
Algier Rose, carrying eighteen gunb 
and manned with ninety-five men, was 
>laced under his command- 


He arrived In New England the same 


/ear and proceeded forthwith to the 
)lace where the treasure was reported1 
» have been lost. He encountered 
many difficulties in his voyage, and 
came nigh, more than once, losing his 
.ife by the mutiny of his crew. 


It is reported of him that while his 


ship lay by an island for the purpose of 
enabling hib men to take on board a 
Eresh supply of wood and water, they 
agreed among themselves to take Un- 
ship into their own hands and make a 
piratical expedition into the south 
seas. They were all on the island ex- 
cept Capt. Phips and eight or ten of his 
crew. Among these were the carpen- 
ter, whose services they could not well 
dispense with, and they accordingly 
sent to the bhip, requesting him to 
come to them, as they had .something 
for him to do. 


No sooner had he come among them 


than they disclosed to him the cruel 
project, which was to set the captain 
and the eight, or ten men with him 
upon the island, and then leave them 
to perish, while they would take the 
ship into their own hands and perform 
the proposed voj litre. They gave the 
carpenter half an hour to consider the 
subject, whether he would join them 
or not, and i eiit him back accompanied 
by a seaman to prevent any interview 
between him and the captain, by which 
a disclosure won! \ be made. 


While at work on the ship he sucl- 


tnrned with a "sow" or lump of silver 
which turned out 
to be worth 


from one thousand to twelve hundred 
dollars. 
They 
buoyed 
the 
place 


and returned to the captain overjoyed 
with their good fortune—it being well 
known that the wreck which they had 
thus located had been one of the ships 
belonging to the king of Spain, which 
had been lost on a returning-voyage 
from South America richly freighted 
with silver bullion. 
The loss of the ship was supposed to 


haie occurred about the year 1C>37. and 
the immense treasures which were re- 
ported to have been sunk with her 
were often made the subject of in- 
genious specnlation.and many had sunk 
their own fortunes in trying to find it. 
Capt. Phips, however, was to be the 
fortunate finder, and here at last, after 
long- and patient search, he actually 
located the wreck of the ship contain- 
ing it. 
Having prepared his apparatus tor 


fishing' up the contents of the « reck, 
all hands were now busily employee! 
in the work, and in a short time they 
succeeded in procuring the yast amount 
of thirty-two tons of silver 


In addition to this Capt. Adderly. an 


adventurer from Providence, and a par- 
ticular friend of dipt. Phips, obtained 
six tons more- of silver from the same 
wreck at the same time, tt was bi 
agreement that Adderly met Phips a( 
the place of the wreck with a sraal 
vessel 
Adderly was, so overjoyed with the 


extent of his riches, and so elated at 
such unlooked-for acquisitions, that he 
lived but a little while to enjov them. 
It is said that he went to one of the 
Bermuda islands, where he became in- 
sane and died two years after the six 
tons of silver came into his hands. 


Phips, however, made a profitable ac- 


count of the expedition, and lived to 
enjoy the proceeds of it without preju- 
dice to his health or destruction of his

The disuftected part of the crew now 
eturned to the ship for the puiposc of 
xecuting their plans. No sooner had 
hey come in sight than the captain 
rdered them not to approach, saying1 
o them that their intentions had besn 
discovered and that they were to bo 
eft upon the island, there to remain 
and perish. Seeing how hopeless their 
ondition had become, they gathered 
ourage from despair and resolved to 
escue the provisions from the ship, 
and began to make a bold push. 


As soon as they began to approach, 
he captain, in a resolute manner, 
cried out: "Stand off, ye wretches, at 
rour peril'" They quickly relinquished 
.heir determination to attack, and fell 
upon their knees, imploring pardon, 
and agreed to comply with any dis-. 
)0bal he might make of them, provided 
ic would receive them on board 
Af- 


«r having kept them on their knec'J 
ong enough, he granted their petition 
and°reeeived them on board the ship, 
and sailed immediately for the island 
of Jamaica. There he put them on 
shore and employed other seamen in 
their places. 


He now commenced an examination 


for the wreck, and after spending a 
ong time in a most fruitless search, 
sailed for England. Ily the advice, 
lowever, of an old Spaniard, he had 
satisfied himself of the prospect of suc- 
ceeding in accomplishing his object, 
and determined to return again and 
prosecute his search. His crew being 
jomposed of strangers, made him think 
it advisable to change them for others 
in whom he could have greater confi- 
dence in the event of his labors being 
crowned with success. 


On his return to England his conduct 


gained the royal approbation and the 
applause of the nobles, and many dis- 
tinguished men encouraged him to en- 
gage in a lecond ejcpedition and under 
more favorable and promising circum- 
stances. 


His project was opposed, however, 


by many powerful enemies, but by 
patience and perseverance he overcame 
every obstacle and disappointment, 
and under the patronage of the duke 
of Albemarle, with a new ship fitted 
out with a more honest crew, and fur- 
nished with instruments and appli- 
ances suited to the character of the 
expedition, he once more sailed west- 
ward. 


Arrived at Port de la Plata, he made 


a large canoe from the cotton tree suf- 
ficient to carry eight men, and, with 
the Old Spaniard for a guide, again 
commenced examination for the wreck. 
There they floated about fishing for 
their treasure among dangerons reefs 
and shoals for many weeks without 
success. 


So fruitless was the search that more 


than once Capt. Phips, as well as his 
men had determined to abandon the 
work. At length, when returning to 
the ship, discouraged by repeated dis- 
appointment and hopelessness of a suc- 
cessful issue of the project, one of the 
men, looking into the water discovered 
a feather, as he thought, growing1 oai 
ot a rock. Tlunking that they would 
not go back to the captain without 
something to present to him they or- 
dered an Indian to dive down and 
bring it up, having done which he gave 
an account of many large .guns which 
he saw in his descent. 


The diver again went down and, to 


the joy and amazement of the men, ire- 


mind. 


In a few 


•wreck—168', 
with a cargo valued at nearly one mil- 
lion five hundred thousand dollars. He 
made an honest distribution of it among 
those who aided in fitting- him out 
with a vessel and other appliances for 
his expedition, and received about 
seventy-five thousand dollars for his 
share of the profits. The duke of Albe- 
marlo, out of respect to his honesty 
and fidelity, presented his wife-, who 
was thtn in New England, a pold eup 
worth near a thousand pounds And 
Kins- .lames, as a it-ward lor hi^ im- 
portant services in brin^in'f such an 
amount of precious meUls into the 
country, conferred on him the honor 
of knighthood —Boston Herald

HOT TO SDRREHDER TO THE SEHATE, 


And Willing to Sit Until the Fourth ol 


March in Their Opposition—Sen- 


ators Say Their Bill Must Pass 


Practically Without Change. 


WASHINGTON. July 31.—It 1s appar- 


ent, even to a casual observer, that the 
house democrats have determined not 
to accept the senate bill without some 
concessions. Three of the four house 
conferees, Wilson, Montgomery and 
Turner, are willing to remain in ses- 
sion until the -4th of next March rather 
than surrender to the senate. Mr. 
McMillin. of Tennessee, the remaining 
member of the house committee, is 
more liberal and is willing to meet the 
senate conferees in a more conciliatory 
spirit. 
The house conferees know, 


however, that their position has the 
indorsement of the 
president 
and 


Speaker t'rinp us well as tha» of a ma- 
jority of the leading members of the 
party upon the floor and this is a great 
encouragement to them. 


Last week there was considerable 


talk of eoneession on the Semite bill as 
being letter than no bill. These sen- 
timents were expressed in the house 
again yesterday, but nott > the same ex- 
tent as formerly, while it was signifi- 
cant that those who insist upon the 
house bill were more determined in 
their position than ever. 


Notwithstanding the deadlock in 


conference, the 
belief was general 


among the house democrats that a bill 
would yet lie iigrecd upon 
The house 


democrats insist that the sen.ite con- 
ferees will yet yield on some of the 
points in dispute, although the senate 
conferees maintain that their bill must 
remain unchanged, and that if amend- 
ed in any vital particular it cannot 
pass that body. 
Senator Yilas. who is one of the 


spokesmen of the administration on 
the floor of the senate, is quoted as ad- 
vising a house democrat yesterday to 
stand firm, and that the senate would 
yet meet them at least half way. 


Other senators are said to have 


spoken in a similar strain to their house 
friends, and it may be that this en- 
couragement from the north end of the 
capitol has not been without effect on 
the house. 


An eastern republican informed a 


United Press reporter that the presi- 
dent would veto the senate bill if it 
were sent to him for his signature. 
He declined to give his authority for 
the statement, but insisted that he 
knew whereof he spoke. The state- 
ment was repeated to a New York 
democrat whose relations with the 
president are more than usually inti- 
mate who emphatically characterized 
it as nonsense. 


"I am as good a tariff reformer," 


said this gentleman, "as the president. 
I am so pronounced a believer in the 
principles of tariff reform that I would 
not vote for the senate bill if it should 
come to the house except through the 
conferees. I would, however, support 
any bill which the house conferees 
would report and the president would - 
sign it, knowing if those gentlemen in- 
dorsed it it would be the best they 
could get." 


Mr. Springer, of Illinois, had numer- 


ous conferences yesterday afternoon 
with'members of the house with re- 
spect to the caucus which will be held 
on Thursday instead of Tuesday of 
this week. While the proposition is 
fiercely combatted by a large number 
of democrats, Mr. Springer insists, that 
the caucus will be held, and that be- 
fore Thursday of this week- the call 
will bear the signatures of fifty or 
sixty gentlemen. He denies the re-

000,000 in treasury notes to be issued 
for the purpose and to be used "for 
the relief of the worthy poor." 


Repayment to the government is to 


be secured -by state bonds, bearing 2 
per cent, interest, payable in not less 
than three nor more than ten years 
after date. 


The senate adjourned at 4:50. 


HOTISK. 


After the morning hour to-day, in 


which the committee on military af- 
fairs succeeded in having passed a few 
bills of comparative unimportance, the 
session was wasted in a vain effort tc 
get consideration of Mr. McRae's bill 
entitled "A Bill To Protect Public 
Forest Reservations." 


The committee on rules had given 


him this afternoon for its considera- 
tion, the vote to be taken at 4 o'clock; 
but the opposition, which was quite 
active among the representatives of 
western states, in which these reserva- 
tions lie, was sufficient to prevent 
definite action on the order. The bill 
has been before the house on sev«ral 
occasions and has always been suc- 
cessfully antagonized. 


Mr. Talbert endeavored to get some 


information from the speaker at the 
beginning of the session, but was not 
successful. About a week ago he in- 
troduced resolutions instructing the 
committee yn coinage, weights and 
measures to bring in a bill lor the free 
coinage of silver and the committee on 
banking and currency to report a bill 
providing a new financial system for 
the government, and he asked the 
speaker if the committees had the right 
to pigeon-hole his resolutions. The 
speaker told him the rules of the house 
would give him all necessary informa- 
tion respecting the power of the com- 
mittees'.

WEST SCPEBIOB, Wis., July 31.—Rev. 


3. H. Nason, who went to Phillips m 
charge of the supply train sent from 
here, returned to Superior yesterday. 
He said that the reports of twenty 
lives having been lost were far short 
of the truth. The total loss of life 
will be »t least forty. Eleven bodies 
had been recovered up to noon yester- 
day. Some of the bodies were charred 
beyond recognition, but many of them 
were recovered from the bottom of the 
lake and easily identified. Those who 
escaped had only the clothing on their 
backs. The hair was singed and faces 
scorched on many of the fugitives. 


On account of the intense heat and 


strong wind no dozen fire departments, 
had they been on hand when the first 
house was ablaze could have averted 
the calamity. "The wondef is that so 
many escaped," said Mr. Nanson. In 
attempting to escape from the fury of 
the flames one party of seventeen took 
refuge in a boat-house some distance 
out WTthe lake reaching it by means of 
a sidewalk built on piles in the water. 
The flames slowly began to burn the 
sidewalk, and as the only means of 
escape back to land was thereby cut 
off, the occupants were obliged to stay 
in the boat-house while the structure 
was burned over their heads. 
Only 


two oufc of the seventeen escaped. 


Other fatalities were caused by per- 


sons burning to death, after having 
been overcome by smoke, or by falling 
from boats into the river and drown- 
ing. Most of those drowned were of the 
lower classes and are not known out- 
side of the town.

rately the loss of life, as the bodies of 
some of those who were suffocated in 
the lumber yards were entirely con- 
sumed.

Shoots His Former Employer.
